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sd THE MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 


Dear Friends, 


Greetings! In the January 2000 Issue of NCNA HEAD AND TALES, I editorialized on how you, as a fellow coin 
hobbyist, could be an effective, enthusiastic, plus energetic ‘hobby mentor’. My Mintmaster’s Quill provided three suggestions and 
ended “be an active and avid mentor for our hobby: assist, advocate, advise, plus advance our ‘king of hobbies’. Just Do Jt”. 


Now, just as much as you, and each coin hobbyist, might be a ‘hobby mentor’, it is equally imperative that our local coin 
clubs be ‘hobby mentors’. For in the security and surety of a local coin club, the club and its members have the finest and best 
opportunity to do the nurturing that is the real success of any mentor. Here are three thoughts. Each adaptable and advantageous as 
a local coin club may wish. 


First, Encourage and Entice Free Distribution of Hobby Literature. In my prior Mintmaster’s Quill, Your Editor 
advocated the recycling and reusing old outdated COIN WORLDS, NUMISMATIC NEWS, and THE NUMISMATISTS. For 
years, Your Editor has brought his to the local coin club meetings, and these have been readily received by usually those new to the 
club or hobby. Just Mark Out or Remove Your Address Label. Now, if several members in a coin club, and if the local coin club 
promoted same, brought periodicals, and multiplying the different interests and collecting, there could be much more than the 
aforementioned standard three national numismatic periodicals. One could have the SILVER BUGLE of the International Associa- 
tion of Silver Art Collectors (IASAC) or the TAMS JOURNAL of the Token and Medals Society (TAMS) or THE COMMEMO- 
RATIVE TRIAL of the Society for United States Commemorative Coins (SUSCC). You can see the variety of periodicals possible, 
maybe outdated, but still filled with useful articles, columns, and facts appealing to the novice. Again, recycling and reusing are 
trends; so, do a double: help reduce landfill and heip introduce more about the hobby to someone. 


Carrying this point to its maximum advantage, each local coin club should have one table, near the entry or where one 
could pause and skim, on which all donated periodicals, catalogs, newspapers, and magazines could be placed. At the end of the 
meeting, what was left could be collected and saved for the next meeting or for the show’s ‘freebee’ table. 


2 Second, Mentor Night. My local genealogical society learned that its members, while enjoying the regular series of 
speakers, really needed advise, answers, and assistance on how, or where, or when, or other that its members struggled. Genealogy 
demands much, and in time, and often, those involved learn the ‘hard-way’. So, the local Solano County Genealogical Society has 
two or three meetings each year at which those more experienced or having expertise sit at a table labeled in a particular topic--- 
researching military records, colonial ancestor sources, immigration files, or opening adoption papers---and offer advise, answers, 
and assistance. 


Now, for our local coin clubs, how about a ‘Coin Answer Night’. Those willing could sit at a table, or be badged, or 
whatever. Topics could be ‘Grading Morgan Dollars’. ‘Bidding On E-Bay’, ‘Mailing Nightmares’, ‘Proper Coin Storage’, or ‘Best 
Albums’. See How Easy It Is! This becomes a ‘double-winner’ too: the members, and the club, mentor and the club has a successful 
program with a meeting time well-earned, not just spent! 


Third, Mentor Members. Now, this one is goes to the ‘heart’ of what my prior Mintmaster Quill andthis one expounded. 
The ‘one-on-one’ so necessary for successful mentor. When a new member joins, have him or her assigned a fellow member, 
preferably someone with both longevity and experience in both the club and the hobby. Let both be introduced and meet as soon as 
possible, even at the first meeting attended. Encourage both to exchange telephone numbers and contacts. At the next meeting, make 
sure the Mentor greets the new member, sits with him or her, or close-by, and makes the new member again welcomed to the 
meeting. Further, if this new member misses a meeting without explanation, then it is his or her Mentor’s responsibility to contact 
and ascertain what happened. 


This obligates commitment and conscientiousness, and candidly, not all are capable; however, in my receiving and read- 
ing volumes of local coin club newsletters, bulletins, and such over these past two decades, herein northern California, confirm that 
there are enough, more than enough, current coin club members who could be Mentor Members. | could fill this page with names, 
and have extras. 


Well, these are only three suggestions. Each local coin club is different--true, some are small, s619 
some are struggling, while others are sure and strong---yet, hobby mentor benefits all: the novice, 
iy each educating, enhancing, and enjoying. As editorialized before, ‘What Could Be The Rewards}
